INFORMATION FOR AUTHORS 


The Numismatist, the official publication of the American Numismatic Association, will 
pay authors of articles published in the magazine $1 per column inch or $15 per printed page, 
with bonuses available to those who provide a substantial number of usable photographs 
or illustrations and/or furnish material for photographic reproduction. Incidental expenses 
incurred by the author in preparation of an article may be reimbursed, subject to prior ap- 
proval and adequate documentation. 

Published articles also are eligible for the Heath Literary Award, which is presented an- 
nually to authors whose articles are judged outstanding contributions to The Numismatist. 
A silver medal and $250 is awarded for first place, a bronze medal and $100 for second place, 
and a bronze medal for third place. Authors receiving honorable mention receive certificates 
of recognition. Articles displaying original and comprehensive research in United States 
numismatics are eligible for the Wayte and Olga Raymond Memorial Award, which includes 
a prize of $400 for first place and $200 for second place. 

MANUSCRIPTS 

Manuscripts should be relevant to the study of numismatics, present new information and 
constitute a contribution to numismatic education. The author is directly responsible for 
all statements made in the manuscript. Accepted or published manuscripts become the prop- 
erty and copyright of the American Numismatic Association and may not be published 
elsewhere without written permission. Manuscripts are received with the understanding that 
they have not been simultaneously submitted to other publications. 

Manuscripts should be typed and double-spaced, preferably on 8 Vi by 1 1 -inch white bond 
paper, with 1 Vi-inch margins on all sides. The author's name and full street address must 
appear on the first page, along with a daytime telephone number. Manuscripts, including 
illustrations (photographs, drawings, graphs, etc.), should be sent to the Editor, The Numis- 
matist, American Numismatic Association, 818 North Cascade Avenue, Colorado Springs, 
CO 80903-3279. The author should retain at least one copy of the manuscript for reference. 
The editorial staff reserves the right to edit all material. 

ILLUSTRATIONS 

Legends or captions for illustrations should be typed on a separate sheet of paper, with 
a number accurately corresponding to each illustration. Photographs, preferably high-quality 
black-and-white glossy prints, should be unmounted and unattached to the manuscript. The 
face of the photograph should not be retouched or labeled in any way. To avoid disfiguring 
the surface of the photograph when labeling the back, write on a hard surface and use only 
a soft pencil or permanent marker. Authors are encouraged to list sources of illustrations. 

If an author lacks photographic facilities, numismatic material can be sent to The Numis- 
matist for reproduction in the ANA's in-house photographic facility. 

AUTHOR’S BIOGRAPHY 

Authors should submit a brief biographical sketch (100 words or less) that includes perti- 
nent information such as place and date of birth, educational and professional background, 
hobby interests, and numismatic awards or accomplishments. 

FOOTNOTES AND BIBLIOGRAPHIES 

Authors are encouraged to cite sources used in the preparation of their articles. Footnotes 
and/or bibliographic references may be used, examples of which appear below. Should authors 
have further questions, they may consult MLA Handbook for Writers of Research Papers 
(New York: The Modern Language Association of America, 1984).
